CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION. 


IN THE CouRT OF COMMON PLEAS OF 
NORTHAMPTON COUNTY. 


To the Honorable the Judges of said Court: 


Be it known that the subscribers, having asso- 
ciated themselves together for the purpose and 
upon the terms and by the name herein stated, 
and being desirous of becoming incorporated 
agreeably to the provisions of the Act of the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, entitled ‘‘An Act to provide for 
the Incorporation and Regulation of certain Cor- 
porations,’’ approved the twenty-ninth day of 
April, Anno Domini, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy-four, and its supplements, do 
hereby declare, set forth and certify that the fol- 
lowing are the purposes, objects, articles and 
conditions of their said association for and upon 
which they desire to be incorporated : 

I. The name of the corporation shall be the 
POMFRET CLUB. 

II. The purpose for which the corporation is 
formed is the maintenance of a club for social 
enjoyment. 

III. The place where the business of the cor- 
poration is to be transacted is Easton, Pa. 
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IV. The corporation shall have perpetual ex- 
istence by its corporate name.

BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME AND SEAL. 

Section 1. The Club existing under these 
By-Laws is the Pomfret Club of the City of Eas- 
ton, Pa. 

Sxc. 2. The corporate seal of the Club is a 
disk, with the head of William Penn in the cen- 
ter, the figures ‘‘ 1891’’ beneath the head, and 
the words ‘‘ Pomfret Club, Easton, Pa.’’ around 
the edge in a circle. 

ARTICLE II. 
OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Club shall be a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer and a 
Board of Managers. The Secretary and Treas- 
urer shall receive salaries which shall be fixed by 
the Board of Managers. 

ARTICLE III. 
PRESIDENT. 

The President shall preside at the meetings of 
the Club and of the Board of Managers ; in his 
absence the Vice-President shall preside ; in the 
absence of both, the Club or Board of Managers 
shall respectively appoint its presiding officer. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The Vice-President shall perform the duties of 

the President in his absence. 
ARTICLE V. 
SECRETARY. 

SEcTIoN 1. The Secretary shall be elected by 
the Board of Managers from its members and 
shall hold the office for one year from the annual 
meeting and until his successor is chosen. 

SEc. 2. The Secretary shall have the custody 
of the seal, the records and papers relating to the 
business of the Club. 

SEc. 3. He shall issue all notices, record the 
proceedings and votes of all meetings of the Club 
and of the Board of Managers and conduct the 
correspondence of the Club. 

SEc. 4. He shall keep a list of members, no- 
tify the Treasurer of all elections to membership, 
and shall notify any person elected to member- 
ship of said election. 

ARTICLE VI. 
TREASURER. 


SEecTiIon 1. The Treasurer shall be elected by 
the Board of Managers from its members and 
shall hold his office for one year from the annual 
meeting and until his successor is chosen. 

Sxc. 2. The Treasurer shall take charge of 
all the funds of the Club; shall collect all en- 
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trance fees, dues, penalties, and other moneys of 
the Club, and shall make all disbursements, sub- 
ject, however, to such regulations as the Board 
of Managers may make. 

Skc. 3. He shall render a statement of the 
accounts of the Club at the annual meeting, and 
at any regular or stated meeting either of the 
Club, or the Board of Managers, whenever re- 
quested. 

Sec. 4. He shall report at the annual meeting 
the number of members, the number of delin- 
quents, and the amount due from each. 

SEc. 5. His account shall be kept in books 
belonging to the Club, which shall at all times be 
open to the inspection of the Board of Managers, 
and shall be audited by an Auditing Committee 
appointed by the President at the annual meeting 
of the Club. No member of such Auditing Com- 
mittee shall be an officer or manager. 

ARTICLE VII. 
GOVERNMENT. 

SEcTION 1. The government and manage- 
ment of the Club is confided to a Board of Man- 
agers, consisting of twelve members, together 
with the President and Vice-President of the Club 
as members ex-officio. 

Sxc. 2. The said twelve members of the Board 
shall be divided into three classes. One class 
shall be elected every year, and each class shall 
be elected for a period of three years. 
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Src. 3. The election for President, Vice- 
President and the Board of Managers of the Club 
shall be by ballot. ‘The presiding officer shall ap- 
point two inspectors of election, who shall re- 
ceive and canvass the ballots and certify the re- 
sult to the Secretary. The polls shall remain 
open one hour. A majority of all votes cast shall 
elect. 

Src. 4. The Board of Managers shall hold all 
the property, effects, and assets of the Club in 
trust for the benefit and enjoyment of the mem- 
bers thereof. They shall have the management 
and control of the same, with the power to make 
improvements and needed repairs. They shall 
exercise a general supervision over the affairs of 
the Club and establish all rules and regulations 
for the government of the Club not otherwise 
herein provided for. 

Sxc. 5. The Board of Managers shall appoint 
each year a House Committee, a Finance Com- 
mittee and a Membership Committee, and they 
may from time to time, appoint such other com- 
mittees as they may deem necessary and expe- 
dient, either from their own members or from the 
body of the Club, or both. 

Src. 6. The Board shall appoint from their 
number a Secretary and Treasurer, and shall have 
power to fill any vacancy in the Board until the 
next election, when the vacancy in that class 
shall be filled by the members of the Club for the 
unexpired term. 
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Src. 7. The Board, of which eight shall be a 
quorum, shall meet at least once in every quarter 
for the transaction of business. Such meetings 
shall be held at such times as the Board may 
direct. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
COMMITTEES. 


SECTION 1. House Committee. ‘The Board of 
Managers shall appoint each year from their own 
number three members, who shall be the House 
Committee. The House Committee, subject to 
the control and direction of the Board, shall have 
charge of the Club House ; shall make such rules 
as shall be found necessary ; shall see that the 
property of the Club is kept in good condition ; 
appoint and remove employees, with the consent 
of the Board ; receive the complaints of the mem- 
bers; and from time to time procure such arti- 
cles as may be necessary for the use and conve- 
nience of the members of the club. They shall 
purchase all supplies for the Club and regulate 
the prices for all articles sold by the Club and fix 
the charges for all games played therein. 

Src. 2. Finance Committee. ‘The Board of 
Managers shall appoint each year from their own 
number three members, who shall be the Finance 
Committee. The Finance Committee under the 
direction and control of the Board of Managers, 
shall have general supervision of the financial 
affairs of the Club. They shall make a report in 
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full to the Club at its annual meeting and to the 
Club and the Board of Managers at such other 
times as they may be thereto requested. 


Sec. 3. Membership Committee. The Board ~ 


of Managers shall appoint each year from their 
own number three members who shall be the 
Membership Committee. It shall be the duty of 
this committee, when the Secretary of the Club 
shall notify its chairman of the name of any per- 
son posted for membership, to make inquiry as 
to the desirability of such person for membership, 
and to report the same to the Board of Managers 
before any action shall be taken upon the election 
of such proposed person. 

Sxc. 4. Nominating Committee. On the first 
Monday of March in each year the Club shall 
elect a Nominating Committee of five resident 
members, no one of whom shall be a member of 
the Board of Managers, and the names of the 
members of such Nomirating Committee shall be 
posted upon the Club Bulletin not later than the 
day following theirelection. It shall be the duty 
of such Nominating Committee to nominate a 
ticket to be voted upon at the ensuing annual 
meeting by the members of the Club, as provided 
for by the By-Laws, and said nominating Com- 
mittee shall post such ticket upon the Club Bul- 
letin not less than two weeks before the date of 
the annual meeting. Any resident member shall 
be eligible for election by the Club, either as 
President, Vice-President or member of -the 
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Board of Managers, whose name shall have been 
posted upon the Club Bulletin at least one week 
before the election. 


ARTICLE IX. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Section 1. No person under the age of 
twenty-one shall be a member of the Club. 


Src. 2. The membership shall consist of two 
classes—resident members and non-resident mem- 
bers. 

SEc. 3. Proposals for membership shall be 
made in writing to the Secretary of the Club, to- 
gether with the names of the proposers, who 
shall be at least two members. The Secretary 
shall post the name of the candidate for member- 
ship, together with the names of his proposers, 
at least four weeks before action shall be taken 
thereon by the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 4. Any person may become a resident 
member of the Club. A person not residing 
within ten miles of the City of Easton may be- 
come a non-resident member of the Club. Non- 
resident members shall be elected in the same 
manner as resident members. They shall have 
all privileges except the right to vote and partic- 
ipation in the assets and property of the corpo- 
ration. 

Src. 5. ‘The Board of Managers shall act 
upon all applications for membership. Three 
votes against any applicant for membership shall 
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reject such applicant. Any person rejected for 
membership shall not again be voted on for mem- 
bership within six months therefrom. 


Src. 6. A resident member of the Club, who. 
shall remove from the resident limit, and shall 
have paid his indebtedness to the Club, may re- 
sign and upon his again taking up his residence 
in the resident limit may be reinstated to mem- 
bership by the unanimous vote of the Board of 
Managers. 

Src. 7. The Board of Managers shall place 
any resident member of the Club upon the non- 
resident list upon his application whenever he 
shall actually reside more than ten miles from the 
city of Easton. A non-resident member may, 
upon the unanimous vote of the Board of Mana- 
gers, be transferred to the resident list of mem- 
bers, and such member shall pay an additional 
entrance fee amounting to the difference of the 
entrance fee of resident and non-resident mem- 
bers at the time such member applied for trans- 
fer, unless he had at any time been a resident 
member, when no additional charge shall be 
made. A non-resident member moving within 
the resident limit and not transferred as above 
forfeits his membership. In the event that any 
non-resident member shall move within the city 
of Easton, or within ten miles of the city, and 
shall make application to be transferred to the 
resident list, the Board of Managers shall have 
power to make such transfer although the limit 
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of resident membership shall have been reached. 
The Board of Managers shall have the same 
power to transfer resident members to the non- 
resident list in the event of the limit of non-res- 
ident members having been reached. 

Src. 8. The membership of the Club shall be 
limited to 200 resident and roo non-resident 
members. 

SEc. 9. Any officer of the Army or Navy of 
the United States, in active service, may be 
granted the privileges of the Club by the unani- 
mous vote of the Board of Managers ; and upon 
such privileges being granted he shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Club the quarterly dues of an 
active member, which payment shall entitle him 
to the privileges of the Club for a period of three 
months; and he shall pay a like sum for each 
additional term of three months, or part thereof, 
during which he shall continue to use the Club ; 
he shall have all the privileges of a resident mem- 
ber of the Club, except the right to vote and par- 
ticipation in the assets and property of the cor- 
poration, and shall be subject to the House Rules 
and By-Laws of the Club. 

Officers of the Army or Navy of the United 
States, on the retired list, residing temporarily in 
in the city of Easton, or within ten miles of the 
city, may be granted the privileges of the Club 
for a period not exceeding six months in any one 
year, under the same conditions and terms as 
govern officers in active service. 
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ARTICLE X. 
ENTRACE FEE AND DUES. 

SEecTIon 1. The entrance fee shall be fifty 
dollars for a resident member and twenty-five 
dollars for a non-resident member, which shall 
be paid within thirty days after his election. If 
the same is not paid within such time it shall 
avoid the election, unless the Board of Managers 
shall unanimously extend the time. 

Sec. 2. The annual dues of each resident 
member shall be thirty-two dollars, payable 
quarterly in advance on the first days of April, 
July, October and January. ‘The annual dues of 
non-resident members shall be sixteen dollars, 
payable semiannually in advance on the first 
days of July and January. 

SEc. 3. The Secretary and Treasurer shall be 
exempt from the payment of any dues. 

Src. 4. The Treasurer shall give written 
notice to each member when said dues are pay- 
able and of all other indebtedness which any 
member shall owe to the Club. 


Sec. 5. Any member who shall fail to pay his 
dues within sixty days after they become due, 
shall be notified by the ‘Treasurer of the fact, to- 
gether with a statement of the amount of his ar- 
rearages, and if he shall not pay the full amount 
of such dues in arrears within fifteen days from 
date of said notice he shall stand suspended from 
membership and shall be notified forthwith of his 
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suspension by the Treasurer, and if he shall not 
pay the full amount of said dues in arrears within 
fifteen days from the date of the notice of suspen- 
sion, his membership shall cease, provided, how- 
ever, in such case, upon application to the Board 
of Managers within one year from the date he 
ceases to be a member, accompanied by payment 
to the Treasurer of all arrearages and dues dur- 
ing his cessation of membership up to the time of 
his application for reinstatement, the Board may, 
in their discretion, restore him to full member- 
ship. 

Src. 6. All house charges shall be made up 
monthly and mailed to each member at his last 
recorded address. If thesame are not discharged 
by the tenth of each month, the member may be 
notified by the Treasurer that he will be refused 
all privileges accorded to Club members for which 
a charge is made if his account be not paid by 
the fifteenth of such month ; and if such amount 
be not paid by the fifteenth of such month all 
privileges accorded to Club members for which a 
charge is made shall be refused as aforesaid, and 
if his account be not paid on or before the expi- 
ration of such month, he shall be suspended until 
such charges are paid ; and if the said charges 
are not paid within thirty days after suspension 
his name shall be dropped from the roll of the 
Club; provided, however, in such case, upon ap- 
plication to the Board of Managers within one 
year from the date he ceases to be a member, ac- 
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companied by payment to the Treasurer of all 
arrearages and dues during his cessation of mem- 
bership up to the time of his application for re- 
instatement, the Board may, in their discretion, 
restore him to full membership. 


ARTICLE XI. 
MEETINGS. 


Section 1. The annual meeting of the Club 
for the election of officers shall be held on the 
second Monday in April, at 8 o’clock P. M., a 
printed notice of which shall be sent to each 
member one week previous to such meeting and 
shall be posted for the same period upon the bul- 
letin board in the Club House. 


Src. 2. A regular meeting of the Club shall 
be held on the first Monday of March. The 
Board of Managers may at any time call a meet- 
ing of the Club. Written or printed notice of 
these meetings shall be given by the Secretary to 
each member of the Club at least three days be- 
fore. At these meetings action may be taken on 
any business that may come before the meeting. 

Skc. 3.. It shall be the duty of the Secretary 
to call a special meeting of the Club at the writ- 
ten request of five members, and written or printed 
notice of such meeting shall be given by him at 
least one day before the meeting, and shall specify 
the time and purpose for which it is called. At 
such special meeting no action shall be taken on 
any business not specified in the notice. 
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Sec. 4. At meetings of the Club twenty-five 
members present shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of any business, except the elec- 
tion of officers, or the expulsion of members, for 
either of which purposes thirty-five shall be 
deemed a quorum. 


ARTICLE XII. 
CLUB HOUSE. 


SEcTION 1. No game of chance for any stakes 
shall be played in the Club House. 

SEc. 2. No games of any character shall be 
played on Sunday. 

SEc. 3. A member shall have the privilege of 
introducing a non-resident person to the Club 
House, and any officer shall, at the written re- 
quest of any member of the Club, give a card of 
admission to any non-resident person to use the 
privileges of the Club for a period of ten days 
from the date of said card, provided, however, 
that no person shall receive this privilege more 
than twice in one year; and further provided, 
that the Board of Managers, upon being satisfied 
that the residence of such person in the city of 
Easton, or within ten miles of the city, is tem- 
porary or uncertain and liable to be terminated 
at any time, may extend such card for a period 
not exceeding four months from the date of such 
card, and such person, who has had his card ex- 
tended beyond the original ten days, shall pay 
the Treasurer of the Club $5.00 for each month, 
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or portion thereof, during which the privilege is 
granted. The Board of Managers may at any 
time withdraw such privileges. This privilege 
shall not be extended to any non-resident person 
who has been dropped or expelled from the Club. 


Sxc. 4. Ladies may be admitted to the Club 
House under such regulations as the Board of 
Managers may provide. 

ARTICLE XIII. 
FINES AND PENALTIES. 

SEecTIon 1. The Board of Managers may 
prescribe, impose and collect, as in the case of 
dues, such penalties as they may deem proper for 
any offense or violation of by-laws and house 
rules. 3 

SEc. 2. Any member may be suspended or ex- 
pelled for the wilful infraction of any by-law or 
house rule or for acts or conduct which may be 
deemed disorderly, ungentlemanly, or injurious 
to the interests of the Club, by a vote of at least 
nine of the members of the Board of Managers, 
provided that, in the case of suspension or expul- 
sion, notice in writing shall have been given 
to the member, together with a copy of the 
charges preferred against him, at least ten days 
before a hearing is had and action taken by the 
Board of Managers, and provided further that 
the member so charged shall have an appeal from 
the action of the Board of Managers to the Club, 
to be heard at its next regular meeting, and a 
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vote of two-thirds of the members present at 
such meeting shall ratify and confirm the action 
of the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
AMENDMENTS. 


SEcTION 1. A by-law may be amended ora 
new by-law made at a stated meeting, the pro- 
poser having posted upon the bulletin board the 
words of the proposed alteration or amendment 
for at least four weeks before the meeting at 
which it is to be acted on, when it shall require 
a two-thirds vote of the members present at such 
meeting for its adoption. 

SEc. 2. Notice shall be sent by the Secretary 
to each member three days before the time of the 
meeting, stating the proposed amendment. 

Src. 3. No by-law shall be suspended at any 
stated or special meeting of the Club unless 
ordered by an affirmative vote of all the members 
present.

HOUSE RULES. 


GENERAL. 

1. The Club house will be open from 7 A. M. 
to 1 A. M., except Saturday, when the House will 
close at 12 P.M. No member or guest will be 
admitted after 12 p.m. ‘Thisdoes not, however, 
apply to occupants of the sleeping apartments. 
No game shall be started in the Bowling Alleys 
after 11.45 P. M., or in the Billiard or Pool Room 
after 12 P. M., except by special permission of 
the House Committee. 

2. Members shall be required to sign a voucher 
for each order filled. Members may pay cash 
during the day, at the office only, for vouchers 
signed that day, otherwise the amount will be 
charged to their account. No servant of the 
Club is allowed to receive cash. 

3. Dogs shall not be allowed in the Club 
House. 

4. Members shall be charged with all damage 
or breakage caused by them. 

5. Checks may be cashed to an amount not 
exceeding $25 in any one day for any one mem- 
ber. All such checks must be drawn to the order 
of ‘‘ Cash’”’ or ‘‘ Bearer.’’ 

6. All games are prohibited during the session 
of any regular or special meeting of the Club. 
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7. Private property left on the Club premises 
is at the owner’s risk. 

8. Restaurant charges against any member 
shall be paid monthly and shall be mailed to such 
member on the first of the ensuing month at his 
last recorded address. If the same is not paid 
by the tenth of such month the member shall be 
notified by the House Committee that he will be 
refused the privileges of the Restaurant if his ac- 
count be not paid by the fifteenth of such month ; 
and if the account be not paid by the fifteenth of 
said month he shall be refused the privileges of 
the Restaurant as aforesaid ; and if his account 
be not paid on or before the expiration of such 
month the House Committee shall report the 
name of the member to the Board of Managers 
for action under Article XIII, Sec. 2, of the By- 
Laws. 

VISITORS. 

1. Persons eligible for resident membership 
shall be admitted to no part of the Club House 
except to the Reception Room provided for that 
purpose. 

2. Ladies shall have the privileges of the Club 
from 10 A. M. to 3 P. M. on Tuesday and Friday 
of each week, except on the first Tuesday of each 
month, when the privileges shall be extended for 
the whole day. 

3. Members introducing strangers shall be re- 
sponsible for all debts incurred by them to the 
Club, and for all damage or breakage caused by 
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them, and shall also, when convenient, present 
the stranger to one or more of the Board of Man- 
agers. Cards of admission to strangers granted 
under By-Law, Art. XII, Sec. 3, may be obtained 
at the office upon signing an application. 

4. The name and residence of all strangers en- 
tering the Club House, with the name of the 
member inviting him and date of admission, shall 
be entered by said member in the visiting book, 
provided for that purpose. 

ROOMS. 

1. Refreshments shall not be served in the Gen- 
eral Assembly Room, Library, Reception Room, 
or on Veranda. 


2. Smoking is allowed only in that part of the 
Restaurant provided for that purpose. 


3. Property of the Club shall not be removed 
from the premises. Papers, periodicals, books, 
etc., shall not be removed from their proper 
rooms. 


4. No liquors of any kind shall be sold, served 
or used on the Club premises from 12 P. M. Sat- 
urday to 7 A. M. Monday. 


5. Sleeping apartments may be rented upon 
application at the office, for one dollar per night, 
and when so engaged the member shall be 
charged with the room, whether it be used or not. 

6. No member or guest shall be allowed to oc- 
cupy a room for more than three consecutive 
nights, if there is an application prior to 7 o’clock, 
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Pp. M., of the third night for sleeping apartments 

from another member, who could not otherwise 

be accommodated. The House Committee may 

in special cases grant an extension of time. 
SERVANTS. 

1. Neither members nor visitors shall be al- 
lowed to send the servants or employees off the 
Club premises. 

2. Neither members nor visitors shall repri- 
mand the servants or employees, or give them 
money or gratuities.
